Bye laws 

S.R.O. 39.— The following byelaws for the permission regulation or prohibi- 
tion of the use or occupation of any street or place by it itinerant vendors for the 
sale of articles or the exercise of any calling or the setting up of any booth or 
stall, and the fees chargeable for such use or occupation, framed by the Canton- 
ment Board, Babina, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (13) of sec- 
tion 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), are hereby 
published for general information, the same having been previously published 
and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as requir- 
ed by suh-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

1. No person shall sell, or expose for sale, any goods, or set up any stall or 
booth or allow any cart or animal to stand for business in any public street or 
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place, except in the places specified and on payment of the fees set-forth in the 
schedule attached to these byelaws: provided that no fees shall be charged for 
any cart occupying a place in front of a shop or building merely for the purpose 
of loading or unloading goods. 

2. Until byelaws for the collection of fees are framed, every person from whom 
any such dues are leviable shall pay them to a servant of the Cantonment Board 
appointed to collect them by the Executive Officer. 

3. On receipt of any fee leviable under these byelaws, the person receiving 
it shall fill up a ticket and counterfoil in the form attached to these byelaws and 
hand the former with a coupon attached to the person who paid the fee. No 
ticket when its term has expired shall be re-issued or endorsed for a further 
period. 

4. The progressive total of the daily receipts shall be entered in the places 
provided at the foot of each counterfoil as each ticket is issued. 

5. The holder of a ticket shall produce the ticket when called upon to do so 
by the Executive Officer or any other servant of the Cantonment Board duly 
authorized in this behalf. 

6. Such Officer shall, after such examination as he may think necessary, fill, 
up the coupon which he shall keep for comparison with the counterfoil and shall 
return the ticket to the holder after initiating it. 

7. On the occasioA of special fairs and festivals, the Executive Officer may 
fix special sites and levy fees either by means of auction of the sites or by agree- 
ment or in default of such auction or agreement, at double the rates specified in- 
the attached schedule of fees. 


Penalty 

8. Any breach of the provisions of byelaw 1 or byelaw 3 shall be punishable 
with a fine which may extend to rupees fifty.
